1. IN PREPARATION EOR EC POLITICAL DIRECTORS MEETING 
JUNE 6-7 AND EON MINS MEETING JUNE 12, DANISH DCM (KIMBERG) 

CALLED ON DEPT (EUR/SE) JUNE 5 EOR BRIEEING ON USG VIEWS 
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RE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS IN EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN AFTER HIGH- 
LEVEL BILATERALS IN NEW YORK AND WASHINGTON. 

2. KIMBERG SAID THAT DANISH PRI MIN JORGENSEN HAD MET 
WITH CYPRIOT PRESIDENT KYPRIANOU IN NEW YORK MAY 29, BUT 
THE MEETING PRODUCED NOTHING NEW. 
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3. DEPTOFF SUMMARIZED THE LATEST ROUND OF MEETINGS, NOTING 
THAT FOR THE MOMENT, THE PARTIES APPEAR PREOCCUPIED WITH 
THE EMBARGO QUESTION. THE ADMINISTRATION WAS COMMITTED 
TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO GAIN CONGRESSIONAL APPROVAL 
FOR LIFTING THE EMBARGO. VOTE WAS PRESENTLY EXPECTED IN 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES WEEK OF JUNE 26. 

4. DEPTOFF NOTED THAT GREEK PRIMIN CARAMANLIS HAD TOLD 
SECRETARY IN NEW YORK JUNE 3 THAT THE GOG'S DELIBERATE 
RESTRAINT IN REACTING TO EFFORTS TO LIFT THE EMBARGO 

SHOULD NOT RPT NOT BE MISREAD AS INDIFFERENCE TO THE OUT- 
COME. GREECE CONTINUES TO HARBOR CONCERNS OVER EFFORTS 
TO LIFT THE EMBARGO BUT ADMINISTRATION HAD CONSISTENTLY

CONVENING OF TALKS. KYPRIANOU STRONGLY DESIRED A BILATERAL
